Waantngton, April 24.—In a letter 


addressed to Honore Jaxson of Chi- 
cago, chairman of the Cook County 
Moyar-HajT'ood 
conference. 
Presi- 


dent Rooserelt replied to the orltl- 
clems of his recent letter In whlc'i 
ia referred to Moj-er and Haywood, 
officials of the Western Federation at 
Miners charged with implication in 
the murder of former G-overuor Steun- 
•nberx of Idaho as "undesirable Glu- 
tens." 


The President says that he regrets 


that any 'body ot men should so far 
forget their duty to their country as 
to endeavor to Influence Justice and 
coerce courts or juries, that t!ie;', not 
he, are trying to influence justice and 
he condemns what he calls their "fla- 
grant impropriety" In the matter. He 
•ays that It is a simple abiurdicy to 
suppose that becuuet a man is on trial 
he is free from criticism. 
IIo said 


he might as well be accusftl of try- 
Ing to influence the suits against Har- 
riman, some of whose friends had also 
criticised him. 
He said th.it Moyer 


and Haywood stand af representatives 
of those who habitually appear as frull- 
ty of Incitement to or apology for 
bloodshed and violence 
He added 


that he is profoundly Indifferent to 
condemnation of his criticisms of the 
undesirable types of 
citizens, 
re- 


gardless of the power of either labor 
or capital. 


Makes No Retraction. 


The letter says In part: 
"I have received your letter of the 


19th instant, in which you enclose the 
draft of the forma! letter which i» lo 
follow. 
I have been notified thru 


several delegations bearing similar 
requests are on the way hither. 


"I entirely agree with you that it 


Is Improper to endeavor to influence 
the course of justice, whether by 
threats or in nny similar manner. For 
this reason I have regretted most 
deeply tho action of such, organiza- 
tions as your "own in undertaking to 
accomplish thin very rosult in the very 
case ol which you spealt. 
For In- 


stance, your letter is headed 'Cook 
County 
Moyer-Haywood VPottlbonc 


conference/ 
"with 
the 
headlines: 


'Death cannot, "will not and shall not 
claim our brothers.' This shows that 
you and your associates are not de- 
manding a fair trial, or -working for 
• fair trial, but are announcing In 
advance that the verdct shall only bo 
one way, and that you will not tol- 
erate any other verdict. 
Such action 


Is flagrant in its impropriety and I 
Join heartily in condemning it. 


Not Free From Criticism, 


"But 
It Is a simple absurdity to 


SUPPOBO that hecauso any man Is on 
trial for a given offense he Is there- 
lore to bs -freed from all criticisms 
upon his general conduct and manner 
of. life. 
In my letter to -which you 


object, I referred to a certain promi- 
nent financier, Mr. Harriman, on the 
on« hand, and to Moyer, Ilaywood and 
DSbs on tho other, as being equally 
imdeslraole citizens. It is as foolish 
to assert that this was designed to 
influence tho trial of Moyer and Ha>- 
-wood, as to assert that It vrat, design- 
ed to influence the suits that have 
been brought against Harriman. 
I 


neither expressed nor Indicated any 
opinion as to whether Moyer and 
Haywood were guilty of the murder 
of Governor Steunenberg. 
If they 


are guilty, .they certainly ought to bo 
punished. If they are not guilty, they 
certainly ought not to be punished 


"But no possible outcome either of 


tho trial or the suits ran affect my 
judgment as to the undesirablllty of 
the typo of citizenship or those whom 
I mentioned. 
Messrs. Mayor, Hay- 


wood and Debs stand an representa- 
tives of those men who have done ai 
much to discredit the labor movement 
as the worst speculative financiers 
or most unscrupulous employers of 
labor and debuuchers of legislatures 
hnvo done to discredit honest capital- 
ists and fair dealing business mcr.. 


Reiterates His Statement. 


"They stand as the representatives 


of those men who by their public ut- 
terances and 
manifestoes, 
by

utterances of the papers they control 


. or Inspire, a7»l by 
the 
words nnd 


deeds ot those associated with or sub- 
ordinated to them, habitually appear 
as guilty of incitement to, or apology 
ifor, bloodshed and violence. 


"If this does not constitute unde- 


sirable citizenship 
then' there can 


never be any undesirable citizens. The 
n.en' whom I denonr.cp represent the 
men who liave abandoned that legiti- 
mate movement for the uplifting oC 
labor with -which ] have the most 
hea"ty sympathy. 
In every way I 


shall support ttie law-abiding an-', iip- 
ri«ht representatives of labor, ai.d In 
no way can I better support them than 
by drawing the sharpest possible line 
b?t*.voen them and thos ^preachers 
of violence who are themselves tho 
•,vt rst foes of honest laborlca men.

"You should of course be entirely 


within your rights if you merely an- 
nounced that 
MOU thought Messrs. 


Moyer and Haywood -were 'desirable 
citizens,' though In such tcaso I should 
take frank issue ivlth you and should 
say that, wholly without regard to 
whether they are guilty of the crime 
for which they are now being tried, 
they represent as thoroughly undesir- 
able a type of citizenship as can be 
found In this country; a typo which, 
in the letter to which you unroason- 
bly take exceptions, I showed not to 
he confined to any ono class, but to 
exist among some reprosentatlyes of 
wage workers. 


Condemns All Adjutators. 


"In that letter I condemned both 


types. 
Certain representatives of tho 


great capitalists in turn condemned 
me for. Including Harriman in my con- 
demnation of Moyer and Haywcod.
